A Closing Scene of the War.
Telling of his capture by the
during the

Con-

federates closing days of

the war, Lieut-Col. J. A, Watrous
£aye!

“That was nearly forty years ago.
As 1 recall men and scenes inside the
Confederate  lines—my first  experi-
ence in that direction—I am glad that
the capture occurred. But for the
short prisonership I wonld not have
goen a number of men it Is a real

pleasure to think of as they were then
—men in their prime, some young,
vigorous, and all great as soldiers and
grand as men.

1 had two opportunities to see Geon.
Nobert E. Lee, the first time the day
of the battle and the next day, when
himself and s=taff were hurrying with
anxions faces, to Five Forks, where
Sheridan’s  cavalry and the Fiith
corps were a menace to the heroie
Confederate army. Less than forty-
eight hours before 1 had stood at at-
tention and saluted our old command-
er, who foueht his last hattle on

Mount MeGregor, And now suddenly,
upon ecmerging from a  forest, our |
pary of prisoners was face to  face
with another great general, one
of the greatest the world Thas
ever  known, Instinetively a num-
ber of us come to ‘attention’ and
lifted our hats. Gen. Lee, fron gray,
erect, handsome, gave us a quick
glance and saluted in return, That

painting of Gen. Lee is burned on
mamory's plates and ro other paint-

ing of the South's great leader can
take its place.

“1 saw Gen. Longstreet at the head
of his corps hmr_\lu;.: to the aid of
Lee. Though 1 have met him several
times, 1 like best to think of him as
he appeared that day, with a long
brown beard, a kindly eye and pale
face, the successor of Stonewnll Jack-
son, if Jackson had a successor. Then
there wans that fiery, fearless bundle
of nerves and scars, Gen. John B.

There was no gas except in Richmond
and so the silk dress balloon had to
he inflated there, tied to an engine
and carried to where it was to be sent
up. One day it was on a steamer
down the James river when the tide
went out and left the vessel and bal-
loon on a sandbar, The Federals
gathered it in and with it the last silk
(ress in the Confederacy. Gen, Long-
street nsed to say langhingly that tHis
was the meanest trick of the war.—

“In behalf of the Grand Army of the
unity our late comrade (naming him)
offerad his services during the War
of the Rebellion, 1 deposit this fAag.’

On resolution from the Department
of California and Nevada—Comrades
may hequeath their Grand Army of
the Republie button to thelr legal
heirs, but sald heirs are not entitled
to wear elther the bution or badge

On resolution from the Department
of Illinois—That dishanding posts
shall turn over to the Department
headquarters the rituals only, all
offects  to he  deposited with
institution as may be selected
and approved h} the de:
partment commander.

On resalution from the Department
of Massachusetts—the National En
campment, throngh the Council of Ad-
ministration, shall have prepared and
presented to each member of the
Army Nurses' Association a special
badee, as a mark of our love and ad
miratinn for thelr services In the past.
